A BKEAKFAST WITH THE KHE- 


DIVE. 


The oorrespondoat of the London 


Daily Ttlegraph at Cairo gives the fol- 
lowing account of a breakfast with the 
Khedive of Egypt. 


"Great taste was displayed in the dec- 


oration of the table—I have rarely Be 
such fruits and exotics even in Eng- 
lish houses—and the ornamental struc- 
ture in sugar and sweet pastes, 
which 


served as centre pieces, were as remark- 
able for their size as for the elaborate- 
ness of their design and the richness of 
their color. 
The servants were not ar- 


rayed in the picturesque and frequently 
costly'costumes worn by the retainers of 
the most wealthy seigneurs, but wore 
European liveries of green and gold. 
Of the breakfast itself, which lasted till 
three oclock, and was composed of no 
less than twenty two courses, the most 
interesting feature to the foreigners who 
partook of it was, I imagine, that it 
opened with fresh oysters and real tur- 
tle soup. 
Respecting one of the platus, 


'ris a la Khedive," composed of pecul- 
iarly small and delicate rioo stewed in n 
consomme of calves' brains, I

There 
is an immediate necessity to take steps to 
improve the air iu the building so that llie 
health of tlie prisoners is not impaired. 
Prisoners have no right to be punished be- 
fore aconviction is had. Tocuflne 40 men 
in a room 45 feet long by 28 feet wide and 
IB feet high, with only small opening next 
to the ceiling, will necessarily accumulate 
foul nir which is offensive nnd injurious to 
the occupants. The sewerage of the jail 
is sufficient for about three years. By that 
lime I expect that tne city of Decalur will 
have a sewer, and there will be no more 
necessity of digging or cleaning vaults. I 
expended about $18U m cleaning the same.

She was 
married to J. M. Bower Aug. 13, 1808, 
by Rev. S. F. Glcason. After removing 
to Oreana she united with the Baptist 
church in that place, of which she re- 
mained a much-esteemed member until 
the time of her death. 


Mrs. Bower was u devoted chrislian, 


u loving wife, and an oiluctionate n\oth- 
er. She was not strong physically, and 
during the last year had evidently been 
in decline. For suveu weeks previous 
to her death she buffered much pain, 
which she bore without a murmur or 
complaint, until death came to her re- 
lief. 


From the Black Hills. —We have been 


shown a letter from Mr. Henry F. May, 
from Custer City, in the Black Hills.— 
lie got through all right, though he and 
those with him saw some rather trying 
times on the route from Cheyenne to 
Custer. They were fifteen days in ma- 
king the trip, a distance of 250 miles.— 
The letter is not very sanguine In its 
tone, and he cautions his friends here 
against being too easily captivated by 
glowing reports of big "finds." 
The 


letter is dated March 3d, at which time 
the party had not commenced mining 
operations, but were expecting to go to 
work in a day or.two. Ilis description 
of the country is not very flattering.— 
There are at present about five thousand 
men in the Hills, and they are going in 
every day. 
Mr. May met several par- 


tics on his way from Cheyenne to Cus- 
ter.who had been to the Hills and were 
returning in disgust, 
declaring 
that 


there was not a particle of gold in the 
Black Hills, and that tho whole thing 
was a humbug and a fraud. 


At the time of writing Mr. May had 


not heard of the death of his little boy, 
and enclosed him a long letter. The ti- 
dings of his sad loss must fall upon him 
with crushing weight.
